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The  way  to  truth?  O 
yes,  there  is  such  a  royal 
road,  and  any  man  may 
find  and  follow  it.  True, 
it  heads  straight  for  the 
goal  and  therefore  is  not 
attractive  to  those  who 
like  to  meander  and  loiter 
among  pretty  fields  of 
pseudo-truth.  But  those 
who  have  trodden  the 
royal  way,  and  their 
names  are  legion,  bear 
witness  to  the  surpassing 
joy  of  the  journey. 

Desire. 

The  way  to  truth  may 
be  found  by  anyone  who 
desires  it.  But,  he  must 
desire  it  with  all  his 
mi  g  h    t,      mind,       and 


strength.  A  Sunday  wish 
will  not  suffice.  The 
desire  must  suffuse  and 
penetrate  every  waking 
moment.  One's  whole 
being  must  reach  out  for 
truth,  a  fragment  of 
which  must  become  more 
precious  than  the  whole 
scintillating  world  of  un- 
truth. Life  itself  must 
seem  a  small  price  to  pay 
for  the  possession  of 
truth. 

Such  a  desire  leads 
one  inevitably  to  the 
gateway  of  truth.  The 
great  ones  of  all  ages, 
prophets,  poets,  philoso- 
phers, and  scientists, 
who     have     moved     the 
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world  forward,  have  been  vibrating  lovers 
of  truth.  They  have  not  found  this  gem 
of  gems  accidentally,  but  it  has  been 
revealed  to  them  as  the  result  of  their 
earnest    struggle.  They    set    out    with 

the  power  or  desire  in  their  souls,  and 
victory  was  assured.  To  such,  truth 
cannot  be  denied.  It  comes  to  them  with 
a  "  great  wakening  light,"  as  servant 
and  friend.  Modern  science  has  revealed 
that  wherever  the  searcher  goes  truth  is 
found.  The  Prophet  Alma  has  formu- 
lated the  thought,  "  He  granteth  unto 
men   according   to   their   desire." 

Many  a  mighty  but  stubborn  soul' has 
haunted  the  moorlands  of  life  because  it 
refused  to  yield  itself  to  the  desire  for 
truth  rather  than  to  its  own  wilfulness. 
Many  a  simple  but  fervent  soul,  asking 
for  truth  above  all  else,  has  won  the 
kingship  of  happy  understanding  among 
the  restless  multitude.  .  Love  of  trutn 
cannot  thrive  with  an  undisciplined  will. 
Therefore  the  will  for  truth  leads  man 
further  than  the  possession  of  powerful 
physical  or  intellectual  strength.  There 
is  no  real  desire  for  truth  unless  the  indi- 
vidual is  ready  to  lay  by,  if  needs  be, 
his  former  conceptions,  in  favor  of  the 
greater  truth  that  he  has  found.  The 
unbeliever  usually  comforts  himseif  with 
the  assurance  that  his  analytical  powers 
will  lead  him  to  truth,  and  forgets  that 
the  first  requisite  is  a  consuming  desire 
to  know  things  as  they  really  are. 
Prayer. 

Truth  is  unlimited  :  that  is  the  clarion 
cry    of    science    and    of    religion.  The 

search  for  truth  is  a  process  of  discover- 
ing the  unknown,  of  throwing  light  into 
dark  places.  The  searcher  interprets  the 
language  of  life  and  reads  the  will  of 
God.  And  he  is  able  to  do  so  because 
he  is  in  tune  or  communion  with  the 
truth  he  seeks.  He  must  believe  that 
it  is  there  ;  he  must  seek,  as  it  were,  to 
touch    it    and    to   be    led    by    it.  Such 

attempts  to  be  in  harmony  with  trutli  is 
prayer. 

Men  who  search  out  truth  are  prayer- 
ful. They  stand  with  uncovered  heads 
before  the  unknown.  They  know  their 
own  insignificance  before  the  eternal  fount 
of     knowledge.  Certainly,     there     are 

some  truthseekes,  usually  busy  in 
material   fields,  who  do  not  speak  to  the 


Lord  directly,  but  they  also  stand 
reverently  beiore  the  power  in  all  things, 
which  is  their  conception  of  God.  Prayer 
is  commonly  understood,  or  its  equiva- 
lent, is  a  requisite  for  those  who  are  to 
travel  the  way  to  truth.  Manly  men 
who  really  love  truth,  are  proud  to  pray 
to  God  for  help  and  guidance.  They  get 
down  on  their  knees.  Prayer  and  desire 
go  hand  in  hand.  Desire  says,  Let  us 
go,  and  prayer  answers,  Here  is  the 
way.  Desire  is  the  determination  to 
build  the  house ;  prayer  is  the  planning 
and  making  ready  for  it.  Desire  is  the 
gasoline  in  the  engine,  prayer  is  the 
ignition  that  permits  work  to  be  done. 
On  the  way  to  truth,  prayer  must  be 
as  a  constant  jubilant  cry  of  the  traveller. 

To  win  knowledge  of  the  unseen,  to 
obtain  a  testimony  of  truth,  one  must 
pray  without  ceasing.  It  must  be  the 
first  and  last  act  of  the  day.  Then, 
we  shall  be  in  tune  and  harmony  with  the 
forces  about  us,  and  truth  will  wait  upon 
us,  and  we  shall  recognize  it.  The  need 
of  prayer  grows  with  the  increase  of 
truth. 

Study. 

The  third  step  towards  the  way  to 
truth  is  to  bend  actively  every  power  to 
the  elucidation  of  truth.  The  scientist 
with  strong  desire  for  the  discovery  oi 
truth,  and  a  prayer  in  his  heart  that  he 
may  be  attuned  to  it,  and  thereby  be  able 
to  recognize  it,  sets  out  to  learn  all  that 
is  known  about  the  subject,  and  then 
he  experiments,  records  and  analyses, 
until  at  last  the  new  discovery  comes  into 
view.  It     is     often     strenuous     labor. 

Amundsen  who  saw  both  Poles  and 
traveled  the  northwest  passage,  had  a 
burning  desire  for  exploration,  and 
placed  himself  in  full  harmony  with  the 
spirit  of  discovery ;  then  he  informed 
himself  as  few  men  have  done  about  the 
history  of  exploration,  ocean  currents, 
magnetic  disturbance,  meteorology,  navi- 
gation, shipbuilding,  "and  numerous  other 
things  required  in  his  coming  labors.  It 
was  upon  such  a  preparation  that  he  built 
his  immortal  career.  Such  earnest  study 
is  required  of  all  who  achieve  truth. 

The  field  of  religion  offers  no  exception. 
To  understand  religious  truth  it  must  be 
studied.        The    Gosoel    of   Jesus    Christ 
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comprehends  al!  other  knowledge.  It 
is  the  philosophy  that  explains  the  whole 
of  man's  relationship  to  the  universe.  It 
invites  the  deepest  study  and  the  severest 
scrutiny.  In  religion  as  in  science  the 
more  a  subject  is  studied,  the  more  per- 
fect is  our  knowledge  of  it.  Our 
certainty  of  the  truth  of  a  subject  does 
not  necessarily  depend  upon  our  extent 
of  knowledge,  but  comprehensiveness  of 
understanding  unquestionably  increases 
as  knowledge  grows. 

Failure  to  become  acquainted  with  a 
subject  through  careful  study  has  led  to 
many  a  disaster,  especially  in  the  spiritual 
field.  Men  who  have  spent  years  of 
study  to  perfect  themselves  in  a  science, 
and  only  weeks  in  the  systematic  con- 
sideration of  religion,  often  set  them- 
selves up  with  splendid  indifference  to 
consistency  as  equally  competent  in  both 
fields.  Religion      demands      studious 

attention  if  it  is  to  be  understood.  It 
is  well  to  ask  the  blatant  unbeliever 
something  about  the  serious  study  he 
has  given  the  subject. 

It  scarcely  needs  to  be  said  that  each 
person  must  find  the  way  to  truth  for 
himself.  Another  man  cannot  desire  for 
us  or  pray  in  our  stead,  or  study  in  our 
place.  That   can   be   done   neither   in 

science  nor  religion.  The  help  received 
from  another  is  proportional  to  our  own 
effort. 

The  recognition  of  this  principle  is 
found  in  the  restored  church  of  Christ,  in 
which  the  priesthood  is  held  by  all  worthy 
men,  and  all  members  participate  in 
church  activities.  In  the  progress  to- 
wards truth  every  traveler  must  walk 
upon  his  own  feet.  Study  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  truth  is  therefore  required  of  &U. 
Practice. 

Truth  is  not  fully  established  until  it  is 
put  to  the  test  of  practice  ;  that  is,  truth 
must  be  obeyed  to  be  fully  known.  This 
is  an  elementary  principle  of  scientific 
thought,  but  for  some  inexplicable  reason, 
in  the  field  of  religion  it  has  seemed  less 
important. 

Yet,  use  gives  life  to  knowledge ;  it 
converts  theory  into  certainty ;  it  is  the 
convincing  seal  of  testimony.  Practice 
or  obedience  is  the  final  step  towards  the 
way  to  truth. 

This   is   the   most   difficult    requirement 


made  of  the  truth-seeker.  Alter  he  has 
become  intellectually  convinced  of  the 
truth  of  a  principle,  he  must  practice  it 
to      establish      its    final      certainty.  A 

smoker  who  becomes  convinced  of  the 
divine  truth  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  must 
forego  the  use  of  tobacco ;  or  if  convinced 
of  tne  correctness  of  the  principle  of 
tithing,  he  must  divide  with  the  Lord ; 
that  means  a  battle  with  carnal  desires. 
But  a  fulness  of  knowledge  concerning 
the  principles  of  truth  comes  only  from 
obedience  to  them. 

The  strength  of  desire  and  the  sincerity 
of  prayer  for  truth  are  here  given  the 
acid  test.  Learning  the  law  may  be  a 
pleasant  pastime,  but  obedience  to  law- 
requires  yielding  of  the  will,  which  de- 
mands the  assistance  of  flaming  desire 
and  intense  prayer.  When  the  man  • 
knowledge  stops  short  of  practice,  hU 
desire  for  truth  is  weak.  Many  of  the 
critics  and  fault-finders  of  systems  of 
truth  are  in  just  such  a  condition.  They 
know  or  fear  that  a  principle  is  true,  but 
have  not  the  courage  to  try  it  out. 
Thousands  of  thinking  people  know  that 
"  Mormonism  "  is  true,  but  they  dare 
not  practice  its  tenets  and  yield  obedi- 
ence to  its  requirements.  Such  people 
have  no  right  to  set  themselves  up  as 
guides  to  others ;  they  would  better  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  subjection  of  their 
wills  to  the  call  of  truth.  And,  by  a 
curious  token,  study  and  practice  nourish 
desire  and  give  direction  to  prayer,  and 
thus  strengthen  the  will. 

A  Testimony. 

The  way  to  truth?  Yes,  it  may  be 
found  easily,  but  only  by  paying  the 
eternal    price    of    truth.  The    way    is 

through  the  higher  logic,  the  convincing 
teaching  of  the  spirit  of  truth  by  the 
operations  of  the  mind  and  the  eager 
outreach'ng  of  the  spirit  to  God. 

Whoever  would  find  truth  must  : 

(1)  Desire  truth, 

(2)  Prav  for  it, 

(3)  Study,   and 

(4)  Practice  it. 

Those  who  do  so  will  find  truth,  for  it 
cannot  be  denied  them.  They  will  re- 
ceive the  glorious  and  priceless  posses- 
sion called  a  testimony  or  complete 
assurance  of  truth,  which  becomes  the 
great  gift  of  God  to  its  possessor. 
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Is  truth  worth  t  he  effort  necessary  to 
secure  it? 

Truth  is  the  only  enduring-  possession 
n!'  man;  the  only  power  that  lifts  man 
into     permanent     joy.  It     is     the     final 

justification  of  life:  Human  clays  are 
valueless  if  truth  is  not  worth  every 
sacrifice  of  life.  Those  who  have  lived 
most  have  lived  by  truth.  So  speaks  the 
voice  of  human  experience. 


Is  My  Body  My  Own?

The  young  ladv  was  lounging  in  an 
easy  chair,  smoking  a  cigarette.  The 
voung  man  was  looking  at  her  anxiously. 

"  I   wish  you  wouldn't  smoke." 

"  Why  not?  "  she  answered. 

"  Because  it  injures  your  body." 

She     looked     him     full     in     the     face. 
"  Well,   suppose  it  does?        My  body  is 
mv   own,    is   it   not?  "  She   went   on 

smoking. 

The  young  man  pondered  a  while ; 
then  began  again.  "  You  mean,  that 
whatever  concerns  your  body  is  your  own 
business,  and  none  of  mine.  Are  you 
sure?  " 

She  lighted  another  cigarette  and  re- 
plied airily,  "  Aren't  you  sure?  What 
have  you  or  anyone  else  to  do  with  the 
treatment  I  give  my  own  body  given  me 
by  nature?  " 

The  young  man  sat  up  a  little 
straighter. 

"  That  answer  is  the  refuge  of  every 
person  who  selfishly  dishonours  law. 
The  drunkard,  the  opium  eater,  the  thief 
and  the  murderer  offer  variations  of  your 
answer." 

The  young  lady  flushed  with  near 
anger.  '  You  are  certainly  classing  me 
with  good  company!  " 

Soberly     the     young     man     continued. 

You  are  not  living  alone  on  a  desert 
island.  Whatever  you  do  affects  some- 
body else.  That  is  one  reason  why  you 
should  not  smoke.  The  safety  of  society 
depends  on  the  mutual  concern  of  people 
for  one  another.  Cain  refused  to  recog- 
nise this  principle  when  he  answered  the 
Lord,  "Am  I  my  brother's  keeper. " 
An  everlasting  mark  of  shame  was  put 
upon  the  man  who  so  disregarded  his 
neighbour." 


"  Suppose  all  that  is  true,"  she  ans- 
wered, "  any  injury  I  may  do  to  my  body 
by  smoking  does  not  affect  anyone  else." 
"Oh,  yes,  it  does,"  the  man  <  ame  back 
quickly,  "  you  have  not  thought  the 
matter   lhroug"h. 

"  Listen!  Smoking      injures      your 

body  and  diminishes  your  vitality.  You 
have  periods  of  depression,  when  you 
make  the  people  around  you  unhappy. 
Moreover,  you  are  unable  to  do  your 
best  work,  whatever  it  may  be,  when 
you  smoke.  Your  reduced  productive 
power  affects  not  only  yourself,  but 
everyone  who  may  be  measurably  de- 
pendent upon  you. 

"  Further,  the  time  may  come,  will 
come,  if  you  persist  in  the  use  of  tobacco, 
when  you  will  have  periods  of  sickness 
compelling  others  to  wait  upon  you  and 
to  do  your  work. 

"  Worst  of  all,  perhaps,  since  I  have 
heard  you  say  that  you  want  to  become 
a  mother,  your  children  will  come  into 
the  world  weakened  in  body  by  the  un- 
healthy and  unclean  habits  of  their 
mother. 

"  I  doubt  very  much  that  your  body 
is  your  very  own." 

Maybe,  then,  I  would  better  move  to 
a  desert  island,"  she  said,  deeply 
annoyed. 

"  Even  there  you  would  not  be  justi- 
fied in  injuring  your  body.  Your  body 
is  given  you  to  be  a  home  for  your 
immortal  spirit.  Through  the  body  your 
spirit    speaks.  As    you    care    for    the 

body,  respect  it  and  keep  it  clean,  your 
spirit  gains  power  to  express  itself.  The 
body  must  be  looked  upon  as  a  holy 
tabernacle.  The  Lord  expects  you  to 
keep  it  clean,  pure  and  strong.  Remem- 
ber, this  body  is  to  rise  with  you  in  the 
resurrection." 

Thoughtfully  the  young  lady  returned 
to  the  case  the  cigarette  she  was  about  to 
light.

Sir    Hubert    Wilkins.

On  Tuesday,  September  26,  1933,  I 
had  the  privilege  of  accompanying  Presi- 
dent Don  Mack  Dalton  to  visit  Sir 
Hubert  Wilkins.  These  are  just  a  few 
notes  that  I  took  from  their  conversa- 
tion while  Sir  Hubert  Wilkins  was 
personally  conducting  us  through  the 
little  boat  Wyatt  Earp,  on  which  lie  was 
travelling  to  the  Antartic  on  another 
exploring   adventure. 

After  talking  a  bit  of  Mormonism  to 
Sir  Wilkins,  President  Dalton  gave  him 
the  Book  of  Mormon.

Nerves    of    Iron. 

Saiduro,  Utah,  is  a  small,  sun-baked 
tent-city,  pitched  on  the  glaring  salt  flats 
near  the  Great  Salt  Lake.  Centuries  of 
salt  deposits  and  the  gradual  evapora- 
tion of  the  lake's  waters  have  left  there 
a  seemingly  endless  expanse  of  caked 
salt,  four  feet  thick,  hard  as  a  rock, 
smooth  and  level  as  a  dcince  floor.  As 
a  natural  speedway,  it  far  excels  any 
other    place    in    the    world. 

During  the  early  weeks  of  last  month, 
Salduro  teemed  with  activity.  Around 
a  ten-mile  course  that  encircled  the  per- 
spiring colony  of  American  Automobile 
Association  officials,  mechanics,  timers, 
observers  and  newspaper  men,  hurtled  a 
three-ton  automobile,  its  two  hundred 
horse-power  motor  roaring  earnest  defi- 
ance to  all  man-made  speed  records.  At 
the  wheel  of  the  speeding  car  was  "  Ab  " 
Jenkins,  known  the  world  over  for  his 
almost  superhuman  ability  to  drive  tire- 
lessly without  sleep  or  food,  hour  upon 
hour. 

All  day  long  in  the  scorching  desert 
sun  the  powerful  machine  streaked 
around  the  marked  track,  stopping  only 
for  fuel.  All  night  long,  guided  by  a 
ring  of  lurid  flares,  "  Ab  "  forced  the 
roaring  car  onward  towards  the  estab- 
lished goal — 3,000  miles  in  twenty-four 
hours.  Hot  winds  of  near-gale  propor- 
tions stirred  up  huge  clouds  of  dust  and 
salt,  bespattering  car  and  driver.  Dur- 
ing the  night,  a  half-hour's  rain  softened 
the  track.  Gravel,  used  to  filled  the 
ruts,  gouged  by  the  heavy  machine  as  it 
fairly  bounded  forward  in  its  dizzy  flight, 
cut  the  tyres  badly.  One  blew  out  under 
the  strain.  The  impact  would  un- 
doubted!}   have   upset   the   speeding   car, 
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travelling  at  the  rate  of  two  miles  per 
minute,  but  for  tlie  iron  nerves  and 
tremendous  power  of  the  intrepid  driver. 

Hour  after  hour,  mile  after  mile,  man 
and  machine  maintained  their  breath-tak- 
ing pace,  making  new  records  with  every 
lap.  Unfortunately,  engine  trouble  cost 
a  precious  forty-five  minutes,  and  conse- 
quently the  possibility  of  reaching  their 
goal.  But,  in  spite  of  that  delay,  at  the 
end  of  twenty-four  hours,  the  world's 
record  for  distance  had  been  bettered  by 
150  miles — the  car  had  travelled  2,825 
miles  at  an  average  speed  of  117.77  miles 
per  hour. 

As  the  car  rolled  to  a  stop  at  the  end 
of  its  gruelling  test,  "  Ab  "  Jenkins 
climbed  briskly  out,  disappointed  that  he 
hadn't  reached  the  mark  he  had  set  for 
himself  and  his  machine,  but  confident 
that,  with  a  bit  of  tinkering,  more  favour- 
able conditions,  he  and  his  car  could  do 
still  better.  An  early  check  revealed  that 
at  least  sixty  new  world's  records  had 
fallen  under  his  onslaught — officials  were 
confident  that  the  total  would  reach  one 
hundred  when  a  complete  check  could  be 
made. 

Amazing  it  is  that  a  machine  can  stand 
such  abuse.  But  even  more  amazing 
is  man's  ability  to  undergo  an  ordeal  so 
exhausting  as  that  must  have  been.  The 
secret  of  the  machine's  success  is  jealously 
guarded  by  its  maufacturers.  The  man's 
secret  we  all  may  know.  It  is  founded 
in  right  living.  A  brief  interview  with 
"  Ab,"  who  is  a  "  Mormon,"  born  in 
Spanish  Fork,  Utah,  raised  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  is  as  interesting  to  us  as  is  the 
story   of  his  brilliant   success. 

He  was  asked  after  one  of  his  record- 
breaking  runs:  "  To  what  do  you  attri- 
bute your  iron  nerves  and  remarkable 
endurance?  " 

Unhesitatingly  came  the  answer  back, 
"  To  the  fact  that  I  do  not  use  tobacco 
or  liquor."  Then  he  added,  "  I  have 
never  in  my  life  tasted  whisky,  wine,  or 
beer,  nor  used  tobacco  in  any  form." 

The  practice  of  principles  of  truth  will 
lift  men  unfalteringly  to  the  top  of  their 
professions.— ELDER  RICHARD  S.

Beatitudes. 


"  Blessed  are  the  Meek,  for  they  shall 
inherit   the  earth." 

One  who  is  meek  is  gentle,  kind, 
always  learning  new  truths;  is  of  gentle 
and  longsuffering  disposition  ;  is  sub- 
missive and  complacent ;  not  proud,  but 
humble  and  lowly.  These  virtues  are  all 
opposed   to  pride   or   conceit. 

Meekness  must  not  be  confused  with 
self-depreciation.  Meekness  is  a  virtue 
which  can  be  exercised  both  towards 
(iod  and  towards  man ;  and  inasmuch  as 
it  involves  self=control,  is  nat  a  weak  but 
an  heroic  quality.  "He  that  is  slow  to 
anger  is  better  than  the  mighty,  and  he 
that  ruleth  his  spirit,  than  he  that  taketh 
a  city."     (Pro v.    16    :  32.) 

In  the  life  and  labours  of  Jesus,  meek- 
ness was  manifest  to  a  marked  degree. 
He  was  willing  at  all  times  to  submit  to 
the  will  of  God,  saying — "  Thy  will  and 
not  mine  be  done."  In  loving  kind- 
ness he  mingled  with  the  lowly,  and  even 
with  sinners  in  need  of  inspiration  of  a 
better  life ;  but  always  with  the  power  to 
help  them.  Moses  the  great  prophet  and 
leader  was  a  man  of  meekness  ana 
humility.  "  Now  the  man  Moses  was

Here  is  a  character — a  man — that  God 
has  created,  organised,  fashioned  and 
made — every  part  and  particle  of  my  sys- 
tem from  the  top  of  my  head  to  the  soles 
of  my  feet,  has  been  produced  by  my 
Father  in  Heaven  ;  and  he  requires  one- 
tenth  part  of  my  brain,  heart,  nerve, 
muscle,  sinew,  flesh,  bone,  and  of  my 
whole  system,  for  the  building  of  temples, 
for  the  ministry,  for  sustaining  mission- 
aries and  missionaries'  families,  for  feed- 
ing the  poor,  the  aged,  the  halt  and  blind, 
and  for  gathering  them  home  from  the 
nations  and  taking  care  of  them  after 
they  are  gathered.  He  has  said,  "  My 
son  devote  one-tenth  of  yourself  to  the 
good  and  wholesome  work  of  taking  care 
of  your  fellow  beings,  preaching  the  gos- 
pel, bringing  people  into  the  Kingdom ; 
lay  your  plans  to  take  care  of  those  who 
cannot  take  care  of  themselves  ;  direct  the 
labours  of  those  who  are  able  to  labour  ;

Some  of  the  people  have  looked  upon 
the  law  of  tithing  as  a  kind  of  tax  and 
burden  laid  upon  them,  but  who  is  it  for?

Not 
but  what  the  Lord  is  pleased  to  see  us 
obey  his  commandments,  because  by  do- 
ing this  it  will  place  us  in  a  position  that 
will  fulfill  and  accomplish  the  object  of 
our  creation  and  bring  about  the  end 
designed   by    our   coming    to   take    taber- 


nacles here  in   the   flesh.        Again,   when 

we  do  wrong,  the  Lord  knows  we  shall 
inherit  sorrow  and  misery  if  we  continue 
in  that  wrong.  Then  I  say,  brethren, 
let  us  understand  this  as  it  is,  and  we 
shall  do  well.  Tn  paying  our  tithing,  in 
obeying  every  law  th;it  is  given  to  exalt 
us  and  to  do  us  good,  it  is  all  for  our  in- 
dividual benefit  and  the  benefit  of  our 
children,  and  it  is  not  of  any  particular 
benefit  to  the  Lord,  only  as  he  is  pleased 
in  the  faithfulness  of  his  children  and  de- 
sires to  see  them  walk  in  the  path  which 
leads  to  salvation  and  eternal  life. — Presi- 
dent Wilford  Woodruff. 

President  Lorenzo  Snow. 

There  having  been  a  failure  in  regard 
to  this  law  of  consecration — a  failure  so 
serious  that  it  resulted  in  great  misery  to 
the  people  of  God — a  few  years  after  the 
Lord  gave  another  law  for  the  Saints  to 
observe  in  place  of  the  law  of  consecra- 
tion. 

It  is  called  the  law  of  tithing.  If  we 
look  upon  this  law  in  its  proper  light,  we 
will  see  the  importance  of  it  and  the 
danger  that  will  result  if  we  fail  to  ob- 
serve it.  It  would  hardly  be  justice  in 
our  Heavenly  Father  if  He  were  to  deal 
with  the  Latter-day  Saints  now  in  any 
way  different  from  that  in  which  He  dealt 
with   His  people  in  Jackson  county. 

If  we  find  out  what  resulted  from  their 
failure  in  the  law  of  consecration,  we 
may,  I  think,  very  readily  and  reasonably 
conclude  what  will  be  the  result  of  a  fail- 
ure in  reference  to  th's  law  that  has  been 
put  before  us  in  place  of  the  law  of  con- 
secration ....  I  want  to  have  this 
principle  so  fixed  upon  our  hearts  thnt 
we  shall  never  forget  it. 

As  I  have  said  more  than  once,  I  know- 
that  the  Lord  wttl  forgive  the  Latter-day 
Saints  for  their  past  negligence  in  pay- 
ing tithing,  if  they  will  now  repent  and 
pay  a  conscientious  tithing  from  this  time 
on.  But  it  would  be  woeful  to  think  of 
the  results  if  the  Latter-day  Saints  had 
failed  to  listen  to  the  voire  of  the  servants 
of  the  Lord. 

It  is  God's  truth  that  the  time  has  now- 
come  when   He  will   not  look  favourably 
upon  our  negligence  of  this  principle.        I 
plead  with  you  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  - 
and   I   pray  that  every  man,   woman   and 
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child  who  has  means  shall  pay  one-tenth 
of  their  income  as  a  tithing.  I  beseech 
you  to  do  this  for  the  time  has  now  come 
when  the  Lord  is  prepared  to  bestow 
upon  us  the  choicest  blessings.  Our 
enemies  are  upon  our  path,  and  will  if 
possible  make  us  trouble.  If  we  are  iin- 
faithful  in  this  matter  the  same  results 
will  follow  us  as  followed  the  people  in 
Jackson  county.

Did  Egyptians  Find  America  P 

The  accompanying  article  below  from 
the  Literary  Digest,  America's  leading

In  addition  to  the  reprint  of  this 
article,  the  following  extracts  Lorn  the 
Book  of  Mormon  (the  history  of  the 
ancient  inhabitants  of  America  as  written 
•  by  themselves  and  translated  by  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith),  will  be  of  coin- 
cidence and  special  confirmation  of  the 
latest  scientific  findings  : — 

Nephi  says  in  1  Nephi  1  :  2  the  follow- 
ing :  "Yea,  I  make  a  record  in  the 
language  of  my  father,  which  consists  of 
the  learning  of  the  Jews  and  the  language 
of  the  EGYPTIANS." 

Mosiah  1  :  4  says:  "  For  it  were  not 
possible  that  our  father,  Lehi,  could  have 
remembered  all  these  things,  to  have 
taught  them  to  his  children,  except  it 
were  for  the  help  of  these  plates  ;  for  he 
having  been  taught  in  the  language  of 
the  EGYPTIANS  therefore  he  could  read 
these  engravings,  and  teach  them  to  his 
children 

Mormon  9  :  32-33  states:  "  And  now, 
behold,  we  have  written  this  record 
according  to  our  knowledge,  in  the 
characters     which     are     called     reformed 


EGYPTIAN,  being  handed  down  and 
altered  by  us  according  to  our  manner 
of  speech.  And  if  our  plates  had  been 
sufficiently  large  we  should  have  written 
in  Hebrew  ;  but  the  Hebrew  hath  been 
altered  by  us  also;  and  if  we  could  have 
written  in  Hebrew,  behold,  ye  would 
have  had  no  imperfections  in  our  record." 

Did  Egyptians  Find  America? 

The  Abbe  Moreux,  director  of  the 
Bourges  Observatory,  and  author  of  a 
work  on  "  The  Mysterious  Science  of  the 
Pharaohs,"  has  come  out  with  a  theory 
that,  centuries  before  Columbus,  Egypt- 
ians discovered  America. 

Otherwise,  how  did  it  happen  that, 
when  Columbus  arrived,  he  found  the 
Indians  calling  the  constellations  of 
heavenly  bodies  by  names  corresponding 
to  those  now  known  to  have  been  be- 
stowed upon  them  by  the  ancient 
Egyptians? 

Again,  as  the  Abbe"  Moreux  informs  us 
in  Le  Petit  J'ayisien,  "  a  savant, 
Moustafa  Ibrahim  Bey,  has  just  demon- 
strated that  certain  geographical  names 
in  America  are  derived  from  ancient 
Egyptian,  where,  for  example,  '  Missis- 
sippi '  means  'Father  of  Waters.'  " 

Still  again,  "  In  Mexico  we  find 
pyramids,  hieroglyphs,  and  sculptures  in 
which  the  human  beings,  especially  in 
their  mode  of  hairdressing,  exactly  re- 
semble those  shown  in  ancient  Egyptian 
paintings. ' ' 

But  would  an  expedition  analogous  to 
that  of  Columbus  have  been  possible  in 
the  days  of  the  Pharaohs?  According  to 
Ibrahim  Bey,  Rameses  II.  had  a  ship  280 
cubits  long  built  by  Phoenicians,  and  we 
know  that  the  ancient  Egyptians  per- 
fectly understood  the  use  of  sails.  In 
the  Seventh  Century,  B.C.,  "  Egyptians 
circumnavigated  Africa."  Those  mari- 
ners, thinks  the  x\bbe  Moreux,  may  later 
have  risked  a  voyage  to  America. 

Thus  the  company  of  pre-Columbian 
discoverers  of  America  increases,  and  to 
Norsemen  and  Negroes  these  subjects 
of  ancient  Pharaohs  are,  if  not  a  univer- 
sally plausible  addition,  at  least  enter- 
taining.
